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C. V. Whitney, One Title Cinched, 
Aims at 3 Racing Championships

In 1933 C. V. Whitney's sta­ 
ble completed a four-year run 
as the leading stable in the 
country. Sixty two horses that 
carried the eton blue and 
brown cap that season won 136 
races, were 127 times second 
and 141 times third, earning 
$241,292.

The Whitney stable has had 
some good horses and good sea­ 
sons since but this year they 
are, again at the top of the list 
and one horse alone, Dotted 
Swiss, has earned $234,700 by 
winning eight of fourteen 
starts and being in the money 
on five other occasions. 
Through July the C. V. Whit­ 
ney colorbearers had won 46 
races, been 32 times second 
and 24 times third, to earn 
$678,177.

WHILE VERY FEW have 
ever been known to "knock" 
money it is likely that "Sonny" 
Whitney is equally pleased 
with tlie possibility of another 
Champion, (he has candidates 
in three divisions of the TRA 
Board of Selection balloting) as 
he is with the assured title of 
leading money-winning owner 
of the year.

Mr. Whitney personally made 
a trip to New Orleans last De­ 
cember to receive the THA 
award for his Champion filly 
Silver Spoon who Is bidding 
for a repeat performance 
among the older fillies and 
mares this season.

Another Whitney candidate

for Championship Is Tompion, 
beaten favorite in the Ken­ 
tucky Derby who recently 
made a comeback at Saratoga 
and is pointing for the historic 
Travers Stakes at the Spa 
course on Saturday, August 20. 
Tompion had pulled a shoe and 
torn his hoof in the Derby and 
has been sidelined since.

IN THE Bernard Baruch 
Stakes at Saratoga last week 
Tompion, apparently hopeless­ 
ly beaten, was steered between 
horses by Manuel Ycaza and 
got up to win and leave no 
doubt that he is returned to 
top form.

Dotted Swiss, a 4-year-old 
which suddenly blossomed |

forth as a contender in the 
Handicap division has now won 
six straight at distance from 
6'/2 furlongs to one and five 
eighths miles. Dotted Swiss Is 
a son of another good C. V. 
Whitney racer, Counterpoint, 
voted the TRA's American 
Championsip as well as Cham­ 
pionship in the 3-year-old di­ 
vision of 1951.
